What is known us the Sun Leandro 
Creek works, now employing one 
hundred hands in their construction, 
will embrace the water from a drain 
of from fifty to seventy-five miles 
square; when completed, the lake or 
reservoir (including Grass Valley 
Canyon) will be nine miles long and 
its greatest depth one hundred feet. 
It will contain one hundred million 
gallons—or ten million gallons more 
t-han the supply of Sew York city. 
The present active daily supply of 
Oakland is one thousand and sixty- 
eight gallons to each house; San 
Francisco 
is three hundred and 


eighty; the most liberal supply to any 
eastern city is four hundred and fifty 
gallons. So it will be seen that Oak- 
land is more than twice as well off 
as any other city. But to make the 
article more nearly "free as air," so 
to speak, the new works will be suf- 
ficiently far advanced to add to the 
supply'next year. What we lack in 
water in the meantime, we can make 
up in whisky on the five-gallon the- 
ory. The f.ict is, all corporations are 
without sou.'s, and standing themes
